It may be 
that the war is near to an end. Plenl- 
potentiaries for the belligerent powers 
will meet tomorrow at the village of 
‘Hademkeu!, a few miles outside the 
eapital, for a preliminary discussion of 
the terms of an armistice. 

‘In the meantime the Turkish, Bul- 
garian and Servian commanders have 
ordered a cessation of hostilities, al- 
though cannonading, which Nazim 
Pasha reports as unimportant, oc- 
curred this morning. 

The sweeping terms which the allies 
wefe said to have demanded yesterday 
as a basis for the armistice appeared 
not to have been advanced but that 
plenipotentiaries may not know the 
levels of the platform until they meet 
for its discussion and it is almost cer- 
tain that it will be on the basis of the 
Balkan states holding all the conquer- 
ed country’ until a permanent treaty of 
peace is signed. 

How many vestiges of his former 
power they are prepared to concede 
the Turk depends largely upon two 
factors—the strength and supplies of 
the allied army threatening the gates 
of Constantinople and the extent to 
which the cholera has embarrassed 
their plans. 

It is certain the great transport dif- 
ficulties hamper the Bulgarfan army 
on account of the distance from its 
base and the rough roads. The chol- 
era is counted on by the Turks to 
weaken the Bulgarian ambition for a 
triumphal march into the capital and 
the celebration of mass in St. Sophia. 
But to make assurance doubly sure 
the Turk has resorted to the amazing 
plan of transferring the mosque into 
a pest house and has crowded 2,000 
cholera stricken patient: within its 
walls.

The contract between Atlanta and 
the New York Destructor company for 
the erection of a crematory to cost 
$276,000, hag been discussed before 
council, the board of aldermen, ang in 
the press, and nearly every side has 
had a hearing. At the request of The 
Constitution, Dr. W. L. Gilbert, presi- 
dent of the city health board, has 
made the following statement, giving 
his reasons for favoring the tearing 
dcewh of the old $50,000 plant while the 
new building is in the course of con- 
struction.

Ordinance Will Save Contractors From 
Danger of Being 


Fined. 


| The amendment to the ordinance 
, prohibiting contractors from spilling 
| dirt from wagons over Atlanta's streets 
will be signed by Judge John “5S. 
Candler, acting mayor, today. The 
amendment gives immediate relief to 
contractors who have found it impos- 


law by allowing dirt to fall from the 
wagons to the street. The amendment 
adopted by council is a_e substitute 
framed by Judge Candler. The authors 
of the original amendment drew it 
Primarily to relicve Alderman James 
W. Maddox, who has been fined several 
times for violations. 

“The old ordinance was a hardship 
on s0Me contractors,” said Acting 
Mayor Candler, Wednesday night. “‘It 
provided that the police could make a 
case against a contractor if he spilled 
just a handful of dirt on the street. 
The amendment relieves him, but it 
specifically provides that he must clean 
up the streets after he is through haul- 
ing, or can be called upon by the police 
to clean up in the event his hauling 
Over a street*lasts longer than 4a 
week.” a 

New Ordinance Adopted. 

The ordinance provides that it shall 
be lawful for contractors to haul dirt 
from buildings or lots in the center or 
central part of the city over such 
streets to such points as they deem 
proper to dump such dirt, using the 
most continuous and direct route. 

The amendment further provides 
that contractors hauling dirt over the 
streets shall use every reasonable and 
ordinary means to prevent dirt jolting 
from wagons. It also stipulates that it 
shall not be permissible to use badly 
worn or inefficient wagons in handling 
such work. 

It sets forth that when a contractor 
shall have finished a job he shall then 
Clean all dirt off such streets as may 
have been dropped by his wagons, and 
in case the given job takes more than 
a week to complete, the contractor 
shall at any time on order of the chief 
of police clean up a given street where 
|the dropping of dirt from wagons has 
| rendered the same muddy or dusty. 
Maddox Was Fined. 

A fine of $15.75 was imposed on 
Alderman Maddox for violating 
ordinance which has been amended. 
|'Dr. A. W. Maner, of 349 Luckie street, 
|told the court that wagons operated 
| by Maddox spilled dirt, some lumps

The ardinanee under which Maddox 
| was fined fixed a minimum penalty of 
$5 and the maximum $100.

STARVE THE FLY; 
DON’T SWAT HIM 


That’s the Advice of Chair- 
man Hotch to American 
Civic Association. 


Baltimore. Md, November 20.— 
presenting the report of the*fly-fight- 
ing committee of the American Civic 


associati.n to the eighth annua; con- 
vention of that body today Chairman 
Exiward Hatoh, Jr., expreshed the hope 
that there may be no more fly-kKilling 
contests. This sentiment took the as- 
sembled = fly-fighters by surprise, 
which was dissipated, however, when 
Mr. Hatch said: 

“We cannot insist too much or too 
often upon cleanliness as the begin- 
ning, middle and end of the fly-fight- 
ing campaign. ‘Swat the fly!’ as a 
slogan must give way ‘starve the 
fly.” The latter is more cuphonious 
and infinitely more practical.” 

Mr Hatch said that the committee 
Wag able to report the most success- 
ful year’s work since the inauguration 
of thé popular movement looking to 
the extermination of the house fly in 
1508 He summarized a series of re- 
ports coming from c!ties and towns in 
all parts of the country, and said that 
the campaign now is becoming world- 
wide in its extent, and that letters 
asking for advice have been received 
by the committee from correspondents 
in France, England, Italy, Ireland, 
India, Egypt, the VDhilippnes, Korea, 
Australia, Hawall, Singapore, Cuba 
and Venezuela. In its concluding 
phases the committee’s report made a 
feature of the fact that in cities tn 
which substantial cash prices were 
awarded, in no case did the number of 
flies killed in the whole of a cam- 
paign exceed the quantity which could 
easily have been reared from an av- 
eruged-size pile of stable refuse in the 
course of a few weeks. While the 
educationa] value of such fly-killing 
canypaigns 
the report said it would seem that 
greater results might be obtainea oy 
conducting campaigns against 
stables and back yards, 
and dumps and all places that produce 
flies and supply them with infection.

Baptists May Establish College 
Physicians in Atlanta 


Movement Grows Out of Offer to Give 
Over Tabernacle Infirmary to 
State Convention.

Moultrie, Ga., November -20.—(Spee 
cial.}——The' establishment of a medical 
branch of Mercer university in. Atlanta 
Wwas recommended by the committee of 
education of the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention in its report, read by Dr. John 
E. White, tonight. ~ This movément 
grew out of the tender of the Taber- 
nacle infirmary of Atlanta to the con- 
vention, though this tender has not 
been accepted up to the present. It 
has been rumored this evening that 
the committee to’ which the tender of 
the Tabernacle property was referred 
will report with a recommendation 
that the tender be referred to the state 
board of missions and that their board 
be empowered to take action in the 
matter, 

The convention had a smal] bomb 
thrown into it late this afternoon, 
when many had absented themselves 
to attend a cane grinding, by a report 
read by a committee to whom was re- 
ferred the report of the executive 
committee. The report said in: part: 

Encumbrance on Bessie Tift. 

“This committee understands that 
the convention has gone on record as 
opposed to the mortgaging or other- 
wise encumbering the real estate of 
the convention or its educational in- 
stitutions. We believe this to be a 
wise policy and we are therefore con- 
strained to register our protest against 
the encumbrance upon the property of 
Bessie Tift college, and disapprove the 
action of the executive committee 
thereon.”’ 

After a motion had been made to 
adopt the report the importance of 
the criticism was realized and Dr. E. 
C. Dargan made a motion to adjourn. 
The report is being discussed by many 
tonight and when it is again called 


The committee on time and place 
will report favorable to the convention 
meeting in Gainesville next year. Mari- 
etta and Macon presented invitations 
to the convention to meet with them 
in 1913, but the Gainesville delegation 
prevailed with the committee.

The mat- 
ter was brought before the convention 
today. when a resolution was adopted 
indorsing the adverse action of the 
standing committee on the ground’ that 
the consecration of Dr. Silver .“‘intro- 
duces the question of divorce and re- 
marriage of divorcees.” 

The resolution occasioned considera- 
tle discussion, during which empha- 
sis was placed upon the fact that there 
was no intimation in the refusal to 
confirm. the new bishop of anything 
detrimentsl to Dr. Silver's character. 
It was statéd that the convention was 
simply living up to the tenets of the 
church. 

Later the resolution was amended 
by striking out specific mention of Dr. 
Silver’s name and merely indorsing the 
committee’s action. 

“The only thing I regret about the 
convention,” safd Right Rev. William 
Croswell Doane, bishop of the diocese, 
just before the convention adjourned, 
‘is the last action. I think the resovo- 
lvtion should have been adopted as 
originally introduced. The fact. that 
the man was divorced was enough to 
make it impossible for him to be con- 
secrated.”’

After his address, President John 
Craft, of the Alabama Good Roads as- 
sociation, arose and expressed the hope 
that resolutions would be drawn and 
adopted by the convention condemning 
the speeding of autos on country 
roads. Applause greeted his remarks. 

Causes Feeling of Antagonism. 

“Nothing awakens the antagonism 
among the country people more than 
the speeding of autos along the roads,” 
said Mr. Sirrine. “And until we get 
the farmers of the south solidly bBe- 
hind the good roads development, we 
'will never attain our just progress. 

“There are many: farmers who are 
| opposed to smooth and level roads 
through their sections because they 
know the better the roads the faster 
the machines will run. The roads were 
intended for all—the man in the ox- 
, cart as well as the man in the auto— 
} and they don't believe they ought to 
be chased inte the ditch in order to 
-get out of the way of the speed 
devils.” 

About a hundred and fifty delegates 
assembled for the opening day’s ses- 
sion of the convention.

United States Inspectors Make Arrests 
in Many States---Prominent 
Men Involved. 


November 20.—A na- 
tion-wide raid, involving the prac- 
tically simultaneous arrests i73 
Persons in the principal cities of the 
country, was made tuday by postoffice 
inspectors and U::ed States marshals 
vpon doctors and drug concerns, 
charged with misuse of the mails to 
solicit criminal medica) practice, or to 
dispose o. medicines and instruments 
connected with such practice. 

The raid—the most extensive and 
far-reaching ever made by any depart- 
ment of the government—was under 
the personal directio: of Postmaster 
Genera] Hitchcock and Chief Inspector 
Robert S. Sharp, of the postoffice de- 
partment. So carefully had its de- 
tails been guarded that until the first 
of the arrests were made at Indianapo- 
lis, early in the day, practically noth- 
ing was known of the government's 
contemplateed action. 

Arrests in Twenty-Seven States. 

Working with clock-like precision, 
the inspection force spread over 
twenty-two states, carried out the 
prearranged plans and, at an early 
hour tonight the postoffice depart- 
ment had received word that nearly 
all of the designated persons had been 
arrested.’ 

The results of the crusade are still 
being received tonight bv the inspec- 
tors’ division of the postoffice in the 
form of dozens of telegrams from va- 
rious headquarters. In isloated in- 
stances it was found, f r various re@a- 
sons, to be inipracticable to effect the 
arrests, but the suspected persons 
against Whom warrants have been !s- 
sued are under surveillance, and proba- 
bly will be unable to escape. 

Chief Inspector Sharp and a large 
nart of his force of 390 inspectors nad 
been engaged for seven months, under 
the orders of the postmaster general

the mud as he was in the mire, it 
would cost him a similar sum. ; 

Amusing incidents were numerous in 
the interviews which inspectors were 
required to have with the accused per- 
sons. Representing himself as one who 
desired to engage his services, an in- 
spector interviewed a suspected physi- 
cian in a Texas city. The doctor could 
not be induced to commit himself. 
Then the caller, in apparent despair, 
began to weep copiously. The docter 
patted him on the back and said sooth- 
ingly: 

“Now, my boy, that’s all right. My 
letter to you is clear enough. You 
kriow we have to be very careful to 
guard against these postal people, whe 
are constantly hounding us.’ He then 
gave the weeping visitor all the evi- 
dence he needed to complete his case. 

In another case the inspectors work- 
ed for months upon a case before they 
obtained evidence upon which convic- 
tlon would be possible. Numerous in- 
criminating letters were received from 
the suspected person, but all of them 
were mailed, not from a city, but on 
through railway trains. In this case 
the jurisdiction of the inspectors had 
to be determined positively, and that 
could not be done through letters 
mailed on trains. Finally, two letters 
were mailed from the city in which 
the accused presided.
